The ordin¬ 
ance proclaiming daylight saving i 
time for West Liberty will run 
until Sept. 3. 

The council purchased a 14- 
ton truck to be used by the city 
in cleaning and repairing city i 
streets and to haul off garbage 
on regularly scheduled days. 

Although the truck already has' 
been purchased, the svstem of 
collecting and hauling off garbage 
regularly has not yet been finally 
drafted. The council, however. \ 
is discussing a plan to collect I 
and haul off garbage from busi¬ 
ness places daily or every other I 
day and to make regular runs 
through the residential sections 
to collect garbage at least once a i 
week. 

A truck driver, to be named | 
soon, will serve also as street 
cleaner and garbage disposal su- I 
pervisor. 

Tentative rates for the service j 
have been suggested as $6 a month 

for business places and 82 a 
month for homes.

Those eligible for the food un¬ 
der the new rules are persons al¬ 
ready receiving direct relief, old- 
age assistance, aid to needy blind 
and dependent children, and oth¬ 
ers certified as needy whether or 
not they receive any other relief.

BURLEY PENALTY UPPED 

I WASHINGTON, DC., June 7— 
The House today approved a 
Senate-enacted measure increas¬ 
ing by 25% the penalty on toba¬ 
cco sold in excess of marketing 
quotas. The bill increases the 
penalty on sale of excess tobacco 
from *0 to 50% of the average 
price paid the preceding year, 
and will become effective Dec. 1, 
1954 if signed by the president. 

Under present law, if a farmer 
markets tobacco in excess of his 
quota and the average price last 
year was 50 cents a pound, he 
would have to pay a 40 percent 
penalty, or 20 cents a pound on 
the excess. 

Under the bill, the penalty 
would be 50 percent of the aver¬ 
age price, or 25 cents a pound.

Seven Morean eounlv official* 
and citizens appeared before the 
Kentucky Tax Commission in 
Frankfort Tuesday and protested 
the commission’s proposed blank¬ 
et raise in tax assessments in 
Morgan county. 

The delegation was composed 
of Senator C. K. Stacy, County 
Judge Reed Halsey, Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Carl Stewart, 
County Clerk Austin Hill, Marvin 
Ruth and Herbert Wells, local 
road contractors, and Earl W. 
Kinner, publisher of The Courier. 

The State Tax Commission had 
proposed blanket increases on 
five classifications of property in 
Morgan county, as follows—town 
lots and improvements 20%; farm 
lands and improvements 20%; 
merchandise inventories and 
manufactured finished goods. 
1007c; professional trade tools 
and business equipment 100%, 
and drilling machinery and con¬ 
struction equipment 100%. 

Based on the 1954 tax rolls as 
listed by property owners, these 
increases were designed to add 
$750,000 to Morgan county’s tax 
rolls, bringing the total evalua¬ 
tion of all property in the county 
to $4,280,000. The State Tax 
Commission, it was explained at 
Frankfort, is attempting to bring 
tax assessments of all counties up 
to 30% of the actual resale value. 
It would require the above in¬ 
creases to bring Morgan cousty’s 
in line with the 30% general 
average, the Tax Commission 
said. 

State tax commission field men 
had reports on 60 real estate sales 
made in Morgan during 1953 
which, they said, showed town 
lots listed on the tax rolls at 
25.4% of sale value and farm 
lands at 25.3%. Merchant’s in¬ 
ventories as determined from 
state income tax files showed they 
were listed at from 10% to 14% 
of actual value, the experts said. 

After hearing the commission’s 
report of the 60 real estate sales 
in Morgan in 1953, Senator C. K. 
Stacy pointed out that in nearly 
every instance the property trans¬ 
ferred was enhanced in value be¬ 
cause of some new highway just 
recently built or because of the 
tobacco base it contained. He 
contended the sales used by the 
commission experts in arriving at 
their percentages were not rep¬ 
resentative of the general run of 
property in the county. He furth¬ 
er contended that only about 25% 
of Morgan county’s land is im¬ 
proved and being used while 75% 
is idle or wasteland, thus the 
prices used in figuring the per¬ 
centages should not be taken as 
a just yardstick to measure values 
of all farm lands. He said also 
that real estate values had de¬ 
clined slightly since 1953 and 
that very little land was being 
offered for sale now. 

Senator Stacy also argued one 
year is not enough time for the 
State to equalize assessments and 
said any 100% increases were 
manifestly too much for any one 
year. 

Supt. Stewart contended the 
blanket raise is unfair because it 
will hurt those who pay higher 
taxes and will not hurt those who 
pay lower taxes. A blanket raise 
only magnifies the unequal as¬ 
sessments, he said. 

The commission took Morgan 
county’s protests under advise¬ 
ment and said they would act on 
the final assessment of property 
in the county soon. 

STREETS HERE REPAIRED 

The State Highway Depart¬ 
ment during the past ten days 
has repaired streets on U. S. 460 
through West Liberty. New bi¬ 
tuminous surfacing was applied 
from the street to the burm at a 
number of places in the business 
section which adds greatly to the 
appearance of the town and will 
aid in keeping the business sec¬ 
tion cleaner and more sightly.

Homemaking Depl. at High School 
Works During Summer Months 


At the beginning of the past 
school term there were 107 girls 
enrolled in freshman and sopho¬ 
more economics classes. During 
my three years teaching home 
economics we have not been able 
to have a junior class in home 
economics due to the large num¬ 
ber of freshman and sophomore 
girls to take care of, and even 
so there have been at least 30 to 
40 girls in these groups who were 
not enrolled each year due to 
crowded conditions. In home eco¬ 
nomics we cannot have too large 
a class since there must be indi¬ 
vidual instruction given each girl 
and adequate equipment for them 
to use. 

During the school term we 
cover the seven areas of home¬ 
making which include housing, 
foods, clothing, health, relation¬ 
ships, home management and 
child care. The girls carry on a 
school project during the school 
term which is considered home 
practice work or applying at 
home what they have learned in 
school. 

When the nine months school 
term is over, a big portion of my 
work is just beginning. Maybe 
you are one of the persons who 
has wondered why a home eco¬ 
nomics teacher is paid 10 to 12 
months salary instead of the 
usual nine months like the other 
teachers with the exception of 
the agricultural teacher. In this 
county the home economics teach¬ 
er is paid for 11 months. Just 
before school closes an itinerary 
is made with each girl for home 
visits during the summer. For 
her summer work each girl se¬ 
lects a project of her own choos¬ 
ing which fits her need and will 
carry out some portion of the 
seven areas of home making. It 
would be an ideal situation if 
each girl could be visited in her 
home, but in some instances there 
must be group meetings in order 
to see all of them. We do not 
have the time for an individual 
visit to all. During my summer 
employment four days of the 
week are spent in home visits 
and having group meetings, and 
on Friady the department is open 
adults and students who need 
help on homemaking problems. 
To date 7 adults and 15 students 
have been in since school closed. 

During the year we have sev¬ 
eral meetings to attend, most of 
them on Saturday so we do not 
miss a school day. On the regu¬ 
lar schedule we have two district 
teachers meetings, two district 
F.H.A. meetings and several com¬ 
mittee meetings which are called 
when the need arises. This is in 
addition to E.K.E.A. and K.E.A. 
There is no extra pay for these 
Saturday meetings. On Thurs¬ 
day, June 10 I will go to Paints- 
ville to a meeting called by Mrs. 
Fannie Porter, area district su¬ 
pervisor. At this meeting prob¬ 
lems of teachers in the district 
will be discussed. 

Next Monday, June 14 through 
June 16 I will chaperone Irma 


Carol Stewart and Mary Janice 
Halsey to the annual State F.H.A. 
meting at the University of Ken¬ 
tucky. 

In August I will attend a four- 
day annual State conference for 
home economics teachers at Har- 
dinsburg. Problems of concern to 
home economics teachers will be 
discussed and new methods given 
us to take back to our classroom# 
when the fall term begins.
